In Support of Subsidies 
D’ar Sir:- 

The principle of paying subsid¬ 
ies has been followed by several 
governments during the progress of 
the war. The policy has, gener¬ 
ally speaking, given satisfaction to 
most consumers. Unfortunately, 
farmers’ organizations as well as 
labor unions have expressed dis¬ 
agreement with the principle of 
the payment of subsidies. Their 
claim is that it would be better to 
pay the amount of the subsidy to 
the producer, as part of the pro¬ 
duction costs. I think they are mis¬ 
taken in this attitude as that 
would increase the price to the 
consumer. On the other hand, the 
subsidy reduces the price to the 
consumer, and I think there are 
possibilities in this direction, 
which, if done in the proper man¬ 
ner. would settle the financial 
problems of both farmers and la¬ 
bor. At present these subsidies 
are being obtained by taxation, 
which means that purchasing pow¬ 
er being taken away from some 
and given back again to others; in 
many cases to the same people, 
and expenses incurred in doing so. 

How much better it would be if 
the Government of Canada, having 
determined that subsidies on cer¬ 
tain consumable goods are qece.s- 
■sary. would order the Bank of 
Canada to credit the milk retailer 
with the 2e per quarter subsidy, 
without taxation on anybody. The 
retailer, of course, selling to the 
consumer for 2c less.

Farm Work Hours 

(Londno Free Press) 

Aft#r several years of opposi¬ 
tion to the short-working-hour 
programs of the Labor unions 
some farmers in Ontario are now 
accepting it as a workable theory. 
The York County Federation of 
Agriculture, for example, has 
unanimously adopted a resolution 
calling for a 44-hour farm week; 
at the same time it urges a 33 per 
cent increase in the cost of farm 
products. 

In farm work it is not possible 
to limit the work hours in a day. 
The farm cannot be run like a fac¬ 
tory—unless the farmer is to em¬ 
ploy two shifts of workers, some¬ 
thing his economy cannot support. 
In Britain where there is a farm, 
laborers’ union, rates of pay and 
working hours are fixed, and they 
seem to be producing large amounts 
of food per acre and working the 
land efficiently. The government 
guarantees prices in some pro¬ 
ducts, and local agricultural coun¬ 
cils insure proper tillage. Ineffic¬ 
ient and inadequate farmers are 
not permitted to operate. 

The farm is still the primary in¬ 
dustry in Canada and one of the 
most pressing problems now con¬ 
fronting the government is to de¬ 
vise some plan whereby the far¬ 
mer shall have sufficient labor and 
returns so that he can continue to 
produce a the foodstuffs which we 
and the world must have. 

American housewives would pre¬ 
fer the old days of rationing, be¬ 
lieving consumer goods were more 
fairly distributed them. 

Britain's bread ration is now 
set at O ounces. Working men are 
allowed 15 ounces.

YOUR CHARGE ACCOUNT 

Consumer credit regulations 
deal with the length of time per¬ 
mitted to customers for paying 
bills. Formerly, charge accounts 
were required to be paid by the 
25th day of the month following 
the moq^i in which the purchases 
were mfde. Under the new order, 
charge accounts are payable by 
the tenth day of the second month 
after the purchase. For example, if 
you buy an article in July and 
have it put, on your charge ac¬ 
count, the store may allow you to 
defer paying for it until Septem¬ 
ber 10Jh—though the store is not 
obliged to let your account run so 
long and may insist oft your pay¬ 
ing sooner. If, however, the new 
maximum lengfh of credit applies 
in the store where you have a 
charge account, and you fail to 
pay on time, the store is not per¬ 
mitted to let you buy and charge 
to your account • more than $10 
worth of goods—(W.T.P.B.)
